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RCMP ASSESSMENT 

On 2009-01-06, the Federal Court overturned a previous ruling and decided INAC Minister 
Strahl’s decision to recognize new Chief Ratt can be judicially reviewed.8 This recent decision 
may temporarily ease tensions within the Barriere Lake First Nation community until the next 
court decision is made. However, it is anticipated support for former Chief Nottaway will 
continue while he is incarcerated. (A) 

The last few weeks have been peaceful and it is expected that this will continue during the 
inclement weather months. (A)

Barriere Lake Algonquins 

On 2009-03-16, approximately 200 persons concerned with the Barriere Lake community 
arrived at the Supreme Court of Canada in Ottawa, ON. 1 The federal court heard an 
application for the judicial review of Indian and Northern Affairs Canada’s (INAC) appointment 
of a third party manager.2 Approximately 50 people were allowed into the court room.3 Chief 
RATT and former Chief MATCHEWAN were present.4 Observers returned on 2009-03-17, the 
application was heard without incident.5 (A)

• On 2009-03-16 approximately 200 people attended Federal Court in the Supreme 
Court of Canada to hear an application launched by members of the Barriere Lake 
community. (A) 


The Barriere Lake community is divided on the issue of a judicial review of INAC’s 
appointment of a third party manager. The courts decision will influence future action by 
community members. There is no indication that future actions will be anything but peaceful.

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RCMP ASSESSMENT 

Actions by the Barriere Lake community and supporters have been spawned by a wide range 
of issues. Barriere Lake First Nation, QC is involved in an ongoing leadership dispute, which 
resulted in protests as recently as 2009-01-07 and 2009-01-08.21 During this week’s gathering 
in the Federal Court Section of the Supreme Court of Canada, emotions were initially high.22 
RCMP members were present and there were no incidents to report.23 At issue is third party 
management. The third party manager was appointed by the Minister of Indian and N orthern 
Affairs Canada (INAC) to ensure essential services are maintained through administration of 
the funding agreement and to support the Chief and Council.24 INAC’s stated aim is to return 
control to Chief and Council.25 (A)

The Barriere Lake Solidarity group showed their support for incarcerated former Chief of 
Barriere Lake, Jim Nottaway, by organizing two peaceful demonstrations. The first 
demonstration occurred at the INAC headquarters building in Gatineau, QC on 2009-01-07 
and a second one took place on 2009-01-08 at Premier Jean Charesf s office in Montreal, QC.

Approximately 30-40 supporters peacefully demonstrated at the INAC building by giving 
speeches, waving flags and handing out pamphlets. Supporters from the Canadian Union of
